indications everyone within a radius 
of a hundred miles whose Ford was 
stolen within the past year is trying 
to locate the property. 
The situation 
may 
not 
he very 
funny for the Davis family, consist­ 
ing of the father, Charles Davis, and 
his three sons, 
George, 
Roy 
and 
Harrison, and Bert Pickett, but it is 
for the police. 
This morning Chief 
of Police Yakev received a total of 
nine letters from as many different 
persons, the victims 
of either the 
Davis gang or 
some other robber 
whose inclination runs to this pop­ 
ular make of car. 
Eaob of the nine letters contained 
the request to hold the cars heie un­ 
til the writer 
get here to iden­ 
tify them. 
Everyone 
of 
the 
nine 
letters contained the startling know­ 
ledge that the writers were certain 
their machine 
w’as held here. 
The 
local police 
had only 
tw?o 
of the 
machines to start with and both 
of 
these has been identified. 
One was 
the property of Henry Summan and 
the other belonged to John MeShir- 
ley of Sulphur Springs. 
Even a worse condition exists in 
the Clarksburg 
and Laurel neigh­ 
borhoods. 
Every owner of a 
Ford 
car, which wTas purchased from 
the 
Davis 
brothers, 
is now w’ondering 
wdiether his property w as stolen 
or 
whether the deal made 
with 
them 
was square. 
The Davis family sold 
a large number of cars in the Clarks­ 
burg and Laurel communities. 
The 
Davis garages at 
these 
two towns 
have been thronged with visitors ev­ 
ery day since the confessions were 
made, all seeking to identify a car. 
The situation 
presents all kinds 
of 
possibilities. 
Yesterday7 
John 
Leakey of New Lisbon, Henry coun­ 
ty, found his machine in possession 
of Henry 
Iiollenbe, 
a well 
known 
resident of Clarksburg. 
The Leakey 
car was stolen from in front of the 
residence 
in 
New 
Lisbon 
on the 
night of April 23. 
George Davis in 
his 
confession 
told oi taking the 
Leakey car and stated that he sold 
it to Mr. Hoilensbe. 
Just how many more similar cases 
will bob up remains to be seen, but it 
is almost certain that a large number 
of* 
people 
are driving stolen Ford 
machines without knowing the fact. 
George 
Davis 
and Bert Pickett 
were taken to Clarksburg yesterday 
from 
the 
Liberty jail by Deputy 
Sheriff Lyons to identify the car they 
sold 
to Mr. Hoilensbe. 
Hoilensbe 
had made some extensive improve- 
xmenta on the car and while he hatec 
to part with the property an adjust­ 
ment was made and Mr. Leakey took 
the machine back to Henry county. 
While in Clarksburg George Davis 
showed the deputy sheriff his out­ 
fit for changing the numbers of the 
machines 
that 
were 
stolen.

were 
knocked off and with a sten­ 
cil Davrs would give the cars a new 
number. 
The number of the Sum­ 
man car recovered in this city had 
been tampered with and one figure 
changed.

American Consul in Mexico Suggests 


That Immediate Answer to U. 


S. is Imperative

huahua City is limited to hours, not 
days. 
It may be stated that a definite re­ 
ply from General Carranza relative 
to his attitude is expected not later 
than tomorrow night. 
The state department has been in­ 
formed the president’s demands were 
delivered to 
Mexican 
Minister 
of 
Foreign Affairs 
Aguilar yesterday. 
It is understood Consul Rodgers in 
presenting the note to Aguilar sug­ 
gested that immediate reply was im­ 
perative. 
After the cabinet session it was 
said Carranza’s reply to the United 
States demands had not arrived and 
that no outline of it was before the 
administration. 
Should 
the answer 
prove unsatisfactory, it is believed 
President Wilson will appear before 
congress at once, asking for use of 
tho armed forces a*~he- sees neces­ 
sary and at the same time sending 
Carranza an ultimatum demanding 
the release of American prisoners in 
Chihuahua City. 
Officials believe Carranza’s answer 
may be here by night; at any rate it 
was felt tomorrow night would be the 
deadline for its receipt.

Democrats have gone to the supreme 
bench 
to find candidates, notwith 
standing the fact that Senator Stone 
has 
discovered 
that 
such a pro­ 
cedure is a menace. 
The New York 
Sun has gone into the question deep 
ly, and publishes the following his­ 
toric f a c ts : 
“John Jay, the first chief justice 
of the supreme court, was a candi­ 
date 
for governor of New York in 
1792 and did not resign his office on 
the supreme court bench, 
lie was 
defeated, but a few years afterward, 
following 
his 
resignation from the 
court, lie ran again and was elected. 
Jay also served as envoy extraordi­ 
nary to Great Britain during the last 
of his chief justiceship. 
“ In the third presidential election, 
1796, James Iredell of North C aro­ 
lina, a justice of the supreme court, 
was a candidate and received three 
electoral votes. 
“In the election of 1816 Chief Ju s­ 
tice 
John Marshall of Virginia •'had 
four electoral votes for vice-presi­ 
dent. 
“In 1832, at the tweltli presiden­ 
tial 
election, Justice John McLean 
of Ohio was at first a strong candi­ 
date 
of the so-called anti-Masonie 
party. 
He had consented to become 
the candidate of the party if nomi­ 
nated. 
But in the convention, which 
Chief 
Justice 
Marshall 
attended, 
William Wirt of Maryland was nomi­ 
nated, 
receiving 
afterw ard 
only 
seven electoral votes. 
“Justice McLean was Ohio's can­ 
didate 
in 
1836, but dropped out of 
the contest. 
Again Justice McLean 
was ‘mentioned’ in 1848 and received 
two votes 
on the first ballot of the 
Whig convention, which finally nomi­ 
nated Gen. Zachary Taylor. 
At the 
first national convention of the Re­ 
publican 
party 
in 1856 Justice Me 
Lean was a strong candidate, being 
the only strong competitor of John 
C. Fremont. 
The first and only bal­ 
lot gave Fremont 359 votes, McLean 
196, Charles Sumner 2 and William 
H. 
Seward 
1. 
At the Republican 
convention of 1860, which nominated 
Lincoln, McLean received votes on 
all 
three 
ballots.

“And even if the rich man’s ser­ 
vant fails to buy meat, he and his 
family can always go to a hotel or 
restaurant and get meat on every 
day in the week except Tuesday anc 
Friday.

There is nothing so new or so 


menacing about a justice of the su- 
preme 
court being a candidate for 


the presidency. 
Nor are the candir 


daeies 
of this sort confined to the 


Republican party. 
In fact, the 


Democrats have gone to the supreme 
bench to find candidates, notwith- 
standing the fact that Senator Stone 
has discovered 
that such a pro- 


cedure is a menace. The New York 
Sun has gone into the question deep- 
ly, and publishes the following his- 
toric facts: 


"John Jay, the first chief justice 


of the supreme court, was a candi- 
date for governor of New York in 
1792 and did not resign his office on 
the supreme court bench. 
H^ was 


defeated, but a few years afterward, 
following his resignation from the 
court, he ran again and was elected. 
Jay also served as envoy extraordi- 
nary to Great Britain during the last 


• of his chief justiceship. 


"In the third presidential election, 


1796, James Iredell of North Caro- 
lina, a justice of the supreme court, 
was a candidate and received three 
electoral votes. 


"In the election of 1816 Chief Jus- 


tice John Marshall of Virginia-had 
four electoral votes for vice-presi- 
dent. 


"In 1832, at the twelth presiden- 


tial 
election, Justice John McLean 


of Ohio was at first a strong candi- 
date of the so-called anti-Masonic 
part}-. He had consented to becoine 
the candidate of the party if nomi- 
nated. But in the convention, which 
Chief Justice Marshall attended, 
William Wirt of Maryland was nomi- 
nated, 
receiving 
afterward 
only 


seven electoral votes. 


"Justice McLean was Ohio's ean- 


didate in 1836, but dropped out of 
the contest. Again Justice,McLean 
was 'mentioned' in 1848 and received 
two votes. on the first ballot of the 
Whig convention, which finally nomi- 
nated Gen. Zachary Taylor. At the 
first national convention of the Re- 
publican party in 1856 Justice Mc- 
Lean was ,a strong candidate, being 
the only strong competitor of John 
C. Fremont. The first and only bal- 
lot gave Fremont 359 votes, McLean 
196, Charles Sumner 2 and William 
H. Seward 
1. At the Republican 


convention of 1860, which nominated 
Lincoln, McLean received votes on 
all three ballots. He had also re- 


tion. He afterward 
formally 
de- 


clined, as did Judge Joel Parker of 
New Jersey, the candidate for the 
vice-presidency. 
Charles O'Connor 


of New York was nominated, but the 
second place.on.the ticket was not 
filled.. At the Liberal 
Republican 


convention, which finally nominated 
Horace .Greely, Davis received votes 
on every ballot, and his presidential 
aspirations were , unconcealed. 
He 


received 
one electoral vote after 


Greeley's death. When- the electoral 
commission was selected in 1877 to 
decide the Hayes-Tilden contest Jus- 
tice Darts . would have been the 
logical choice for the fifth member 
from the supreme court, but he had 
a few -days before been a senator 
from Illinois and it was thought im- 
proper that1 he should serve. If he 
had been selected Tilden instead of 
Hayes would probably have heen 
elected. 


"Chief Justice Chase was a candi- 


date tor- president in 1868. 
Grant, 


teho had been a Democrat, was nom- 
inated by the Republicans, and the 
Democrats thought it would be wise 
to oppose him with an old-time Dem- 
ocrat who had won 
such esteem 


from the party in his rulings in the 
impeachment 
case 
of 
President 


Johnson, and a plank of the plat- 
form emphasized this. Undoubtedly 
Chase would 'have been nominated 
but for the opposition of Tilden, who 
very adroitly brought 
about the 


nomination of Horatio Seymour. 
It 


is said that this act of Tilden's had 
a sequel in 1877, when the daughter

The plant of the National Serum' 


company will be ' a federal- plant. 
This fact is especially emphasized 
by the officers 
of the company be- 


cause it means much to the .users of 
hog cholera serum. To be a federal 
plant, it means that it will be oper- 
ated under a government license and 
that there will be a government man 
here all the time to oversee the man- 
ufacturing of all the serum, which is 
a guarantee that it has the stamp of 
approval of the -United States auth- 
orities. 


It was decided to locate the Na- 


tional Serum company here because 
Hush county is not only the largest 
h'qg raising county in the state but 
because there is only one other coun- 
ty in the Union 
which raises 
as 


many hogs as this county. 


The tract of land on which the 


buildings will be erected consists of 
seventy acres. There will be a main 
building, a power house and- three 
large hog houses with pens' adjoining 
on, each side.

comes in the line and maybe: it won't. 
But rich people can hire a servanl 
whose sole duty is to. stand in the 
meat line every day, from 1 o'clock 
in the morning, until the day's supply 
of meat for the rich man'-s household 
is secured. 


"And even if the rich man's ser- 


vant fails to buy meat, he and his 
family can always go to a hotel or 
restaurant and get meat on every 
day in the week except Tuesday, and 
Friday.

HIDDEN BATTERY 


Visit is Paid to One of Belgium's 


Ruined Towns—Continue to 


Fire on the Place. 


(IT. P. Staff Correspondent.) 


London, June 17.—(By Mail)—A 


Canadian artillery major played 
side-splitting joke -on the Germans 
for the benefit of the three • Ameri 
can news association correspondents 
at the British war front in Belgium 
last week. 


From a commanding elevation and 


a safe distance the correspondents 
and the foreign office 
official 
who 


was escorting them had been watch- 
ing a brisk "straf" between the Ca- 
nadian batteries and the German big 
guns on the plain below them. 


The Canadians started the row. 
"Our airmen, you see," explained 


a Canadian captain, "have located a 
lot of Bosch dugouts and we're go- 
ing to bust 'em." 


The "straf" was in full blast a few 


minutes later. The Germans respon- 
ded enthusiastically. 


"Don't stand up so's to show 


against the skyline," warned 
the 


colonel in charge of the party. "The 
Bosches could land a shell here it 
they wanted to. 


."It isn't this party I'm worried 


about," he aded, "but I don't want 
to get them in the habit of shelling 
this position. It would be bad for 
people who have to be here later." 


After awhile the "straf" subsided. 
Would you like to see one of our 


batteries " asked the Canadian cap- 
iain. 


The party declared it would be 


more than delighted. The hill had to 


descended and a big field crossed 


to get to the battery. 


"You three chaps go ahead," said 


the colonel to the Canadian captain 
md a couple of the correspondents. 


"Now you two," he told the for- 


eign office official and liis own aide, 
after the first trio had gained a lead 
of 300 feet or so. 


"Now we'll go," he concluded 


when the official and the aide had 
made a fair start. 


"If we all want in a bunch," he 


pointed out to 
the 
correspondent 


who accompanied 'him, "the Bosehes 
might think it worth while to land on 
us with a whizzbang." 


The battery was ensconced in a 


buiTOW which anybody could have 
passed unconsciously at a dozen- 
:oot distance and an aviator could 
hardly find with a microscope. It 
had been there" for months, said the 
najor who commanded it.

ired?" he inquired. 


The correspondents and the for- 


eign office official certainly did want 


Hardly had the shell cleared the 


gun's muzzle before a funny 
idea 


seemed to strike the major and he 
began to laugh uproariously. The 
others' eyes turned on him curiously. 


"I was just thinking: said the ma- 


jor," how that one lone shot will 
puzzle the Bosctes. At first they'll 
think a bombardment's starting. 
Then, when nothing follows it, they'll 
get to worrying. 


"I'll bet they lose sleep wondering 


what we fired that single shot for. 


"Besides, the bombardment being 


over, it's just time In the afternoon 
for 'em to be taking a bite to eat 
and our shell must have landed just 
right to muss up the tea things." 


Three or four Germans were kill- 


ed, for all anybody knows, merely to 
give a good laugh to three corres- 
pondents, a foreign office official and 
a Canadian major. 


Earlier' the same day the colonel 


took the correspondents and 
their 


guardian official-to" see. .one of Bel- 
gium's • ruined -towns. 


It must have been once quite a 


good sized city, handsomely and 
substantially built, but the German 
guns had battered it completely to 
pieces. 


Some tottering walls still stood, 


but there was not a whole building 
in'the place.

the surgeon in charge, a German 
aeroplane appeared overhead. 


'Quick!" cried the colonel, "Get 


cover!" 


The tourists dove into the cellar 


like chipmunks and for about 30 
minutes the aeroplane kept 
them 


copped up there. 


"The other day a group of Irish 


Guards stood gawping at an aero- 
plane just like that," said the colo- 
nel, "and in less than two minutes a 
shell.dropped near them. The avia- 
tor had wirelessed their position to 


German battery. 
TtH'is was the nearest the corres- 


pondents and the foreign office offi- 
cials came to being under fire. 


The officers they met did their best 


;o make the visitors think they were 
n awful danger. They were contin- 
ually saying things like: 


'The road we're going over now is 


shelled every day," "You can't tell 


hat minute a shell will drop here," 


and "Keep your head down now or 
ou'll draw the Bosehes' fire. 
•But somehow nothing happened. 
There's no make-believe concern- 


ing the danger involved in crossing 
the Channel, but there doesn't seem 
o be much—for civilians—in roving 
iround battlefields.
